Everett asking IRS to classify peanut quota buyout 


Congressman. Terry Everett, 
R-Rehobeth, is calling upon the 
Internal Revenue Service to 
classify the upcoming. peanut 
quota buy-out asa “capital 
gain” for tax purposes noting 
that to do otherwise would be a 
policy reversal. If the IRS were 
to rule quota buy-out as normal 
income for tax purposes, quota 
holders would, in effect, be 
taxed at double the 20 percent 
capital gains rate, 

Everett, chairman. of the 
House Agriculture subeommitl- 
tee on Specialty Crops and 
Foreign Agriculture Programs. 
said Thursday that he is writing 
a letter to The IRS calling on the 
federal agency to rule the 
peanut quota buy-out as a capi- 
tal gain for quota’ holders and 
stating that the agency should 
not reverse itself after having 
previously ruled quota sales as 
capital gains, Congressman 
Everett's letter will be co- 
signed by fellow lawmakers 
from all peanut producing

Sometime during this exten- 
sive conversation, commission- 
ers began discussing what it did 
last year when some commis- 
sioners felt CB&T was award- 
ed the depository although. The 
Peoples. Bank offered the better 
proposal in regards to the inter- 
est rate on deposits. 

Westbrook said she felt as 
though the commission was not 
being consistent with its voting. 

After presenting the figures 
from last year's proposals, it 
was discovered that The 
Peoples Bank did indeed have 
the higher interest rate on 
deposits; however, several. of 
the commissioners ‘said it was 
irrelevant what happened. last 
year, Others said they were 
only trying to make a point. 

During this time, the repre- 
sentative from CB&T withdrew 
his banks proposal and left. 

The commission ~ finally 
returned its focus to .the vote of 
Stephens’ motion to accept the 
proposal from The Peoples 
Bank: This motion failed with a 


3-3 tie as Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks. was out of 
town, 


“According to the statute, 
you've (commission) got to 
award some bank as the county 
depository by the first of 
October,” Mobley said. 

With that Dalrymple made a 
motion to award the depository 
to CB&T if the company will 
still accept it, He received a 
second from. Grimsley. This 
motion Was approved by the 
commission, 

Commissioner Stephens, 
who voted in favor of 
Dalrymple’s motion, said he 
made his original move 
because he didn’t think.

ELBA TIGERS GET BLG REGION WIN ON THE ROAD 


The Elba Tigers journeyed into the jungles of Lowndes County 

Friday night and came home with a 40-14 witvover the Central of 
Hayneville Lions to improve to 2-0 on the season and go 1-0 in the 
region standings. The Tigers expected t0 win the game and pretty 
much did whatever they wanted against the outclassed Lions; and 
got the chance in the final quarter to play every player that was 
dressed out in the black and gold, Tt was a good win and one that 
will help the younger players feel like they are indeed members of 
jhe team. 
The Elba offense could have easily scored many more points, but 
had more than enough after three quarters and then took the night 
off, The tailback trio of Horstead, Moultry ‘and Pierson combined 
for 195 yards.and 3 touchdowns, and showed that they had enough 
speed to get outside even against.a defense with the quickness of 
Central. Quarterback Brandon Petty had his best night of the young 
season as he hit on 7 of 11 passes and connected for 3 big touch- 
downs that helped the Tigers take command.
